In looking back to the first glorious 
days and weeks and months of my life as a Christian, 
I see many things that I am glad I did, and would 
not change them for all the world. Still, I see some 
things that I wish I had done.

IF I WERE A NEW CONVERT, I would begin syste- 
matic prayer hours. I would not trust my prayer life 
to a haphazard plan, but I would make prayer the 
number-one item in my schedule for every day. I do 
not mean that I would determine to pray a certain 
period of time each day, for that is often the most 
discouraging way to pray. I would determine to begin 
every day with prayer, close every day with prayer, 
and fill every day with as much prayer as would be 
possible. By setting certain times of each day to be 
spent in communion with God, I would create a life- 
long habit that would be the stay and support of my 
Christian experience. Let me emphasize that if I were 
a new convert, I would not trust: my salvation to ir- 
regular prayer, but I would begin systematic prayer

IF I WERE A NEW CONVERT, I would begin syste- 
matic Bible reading. I would not wait a month or two 
months, but I would begin immediately to probe into 
the deep riches of God’s Word. I would not begin read- 
ing my Bible here and there in it, but I would find 
some definite plan of Bible reading that would give me 
the greatest amount of understanding and strength. 
I would not open my Bible and undertake to read from 
Genesis to Revelation, for I know that I would be dis- 
couraged before I finished. Instead, I would first read 
the portions that pertain directly to me and my sal- 
vation. First, I would read the Gospel of John, then 
the Gospel of Mark, then Matthew and Luke. Following 
that I would read Acts of the Apostles, then the Epis- 
tles of Paul, then the remaining epistles of the New 
Testament, not straight through, but first those books 
that relate the lives of men who have lived with God. 
During my reading of the Old Testament, I would al- 
so read the New Testament a second time. If I were 
a new convert, I would also take notes on the sermons 
I hear and study those notes so that my understand- 
ing of His Word would be more complete. 

IF I WERE A NEW CONVERT, I would let all my 
friends know of my conversion as soon as possible. I 
would not delay informing them that from this time 
forward my life is different. I would not mince words 
about it, but I would tell them straightly and ear- 
nestly that my Christianity is sincere and everlasting. 
I would tell them that they need not invite me to in- 
dulge in sinful practices we once enjoyed together. By 
letting them know of this immediately, I would gain 
the initiative and would pave the way to leading 
them to the Lord. 

IF I WERE A NEW CONVERT, I would strive to keep 
a perfect record of Christian service. I would try to 
establish the record of never missing a single church 
service when it is possible to be there. I would estab- 
lish the record of having paid tithes on every dime 
earned since my conversion. I would establish a rec- 
ord of having never refused when called upon by my 
pastor to do some work for Christ and His Church. I 
would endeavor to keep these records clean and per- 
fect. 

IF I WERE A NEW CONVERT, I would seek to en- 
courage others, and not expect encouragement from 
others. I would head toward spiritual leadership and 
would not cultivate the habit of constantly needing to

ambition to rival God. Isaiah 14:12-15, “How art thou 
fallen from heaven, O Lucifer, son of the morning! 
how art thou cut down to the ground, which didst 
weaken the nations! For thou hast said in thine 
heart, I will ascend into heaven, I will exalt my 
throne above the stars of God: I will sit upon the 
mount of the congregation, in the sides of the north: 
I will ascend above the heights of the clouds; I will 
be like the most High. Yet thou shalt be brought down 
to hell, to the sides of the pit.” 

Satan’s evil was a fountain of temptation to the 
race of man. God created man in His own image. 
Adam was created as the head of the human race. 
Being the first man, Adam was the representative of 
God upon earth. Man was placed in a state of trial, 
with the consciousness of the possibility of sin. The 
Garden of Eden was the scene of a test to the state of 
mankind. The earth yielded its secrets to his knowl- 
edge; its fruits sprang from his cultivation and its 
inhabitants were consigned to his government. We do 
not know the degree of knowledge imparted to Adam 





























and Eve, but the fact of their probation is made plain. 
Adam was placed in the garden to dress it and keep it. 
The eating of the Tree of Life was a condition of con- 
tinued life, while the eating of the Tree of Knowl- 
edge was strictly forbidden. The woman was beguiled 
by the serpent and fell into transgression. When Adam 
yielded to the enticement of Eve, he also fell into 
transgression, but his sin was disobedience; Adam 
was not beguiled. 

The first sinners rejected the restraint of God’s law. 
The fall of man was the voluntary descent of the 
human will from unity with the will of God. Through 
disobedience man fell from his sinless fellowship with 
God into a life of discord and misery. Almost every 
definition of sin in the Bible marks it as a transgres- 
sion of law. The divine restraint is thrown off and 
self is set up in the place of God. The breaking of a 
law demands a penalty. Thus, sin as a transgression 
of God’s law demands a penalty; which according to 
the Bible is death. “For the wages of sin is death .. .,” 
Romans 6:23. From the moment of the entrance of 
sin, death reigned, for death means mortality and in- 
cludes all the evils that go along with it. The soul 
that sins shall surely die. 

The divine nature of God is holy; therefore, God 
cannot behold evil save to condemn it and remove it 
from His presence. From Adam we derive a corruptible 
body which through sin lost the provision for its con- 
tinued immortality. It was the poison of sin which 
brought physical mortality into the human race. 
Death is abolished only after the resurrection. 

All human life and destiny are bound up in their 
relation to Adam and the second Adam who is Christ. 
Man lost in Adam, but he retrieved in Christ. The 
benefits of the atonement of Christ are a free gift 
to man. Christ came in the likeness of sinful flesh in 
order to redeem mankind. Every man is born con- 
demned, but he is offered redemption through faith 
in the shed blood of the Son of God. Man has wrestled 
in vain to rid himself of sin, but there is universal 
failure apart from God. Christ Jesus, the Represen- 
tative of man, by His own sacrifice has taken upon 
Himself the punishment of sin. Jesus freely promises 
pardon to all who believe on Him. 


There is a legend that Mary, the mother of Jesus, 
could not bear to hear Isaiah 53 read, for it brought 
such grief to her heart. However, there are multiplied 
thousands in every age who thrill to hear this Scrip- 
ture, for it has brought freedom to their life of bond- 
age; forgiveness is described for those who exercise 
faith in the finished work at Calvary. In this chapter 
we see a suffering and rejected Saviour, but we also 
see a marvelous accomplishment procured through 
His suffering. 

Sin in the world causes confusion, torture, and 
torment. Sin causes homes to be broken up, children 
are made to suffer, crime is increased and spiritual 
chaos is the result. The powerlessness of man is every- 
where assumed in Scripture. Paul had in mind the 
impotence of man when he said, “While we were 
yet sinners, Christ died for us.” The children of men 


7 are in bondage to sin by birth, yet all have the privi- 


lege to come boldly to the throne of grace for pardon. 
Jesus offers to man the opportunity to turn from 
darkness to light, to turn away from his iniquities to 
serve the true and living God. 

Nothing short of the new birth will gain man an 
entrance into heaven. “Verily, verily, I say unto thee, 
Except a man be born again, he cannot see the king- 
dom of God,” John 3:3. A person must be sorry for 
his sins, willing to confess and forsake them. Repent- 
ance toward God and faith in the Lord Jesus Christ 
are necessary for the salvation of the soul. Some 
think good works, a good moral life, or joining the 
church will save them. These things are good in their 
place, but salvation is not in this. All of man’s right- 
eousness is as filthy rags in the sight of God. 

Jesus describes the reception of the gospel upon 
the hearts of men in the parable of the seed and 
the sower. The different types of soil represent the 
response of the individual. The sower went out to sow; 
some seed fell by the wayside where the fowls of the 
air devoured them. There were some persons back 
then, as now, whose hearts were. hardened, their ears 
being dull and their eyes closed to spiritual things. 
The Word is sown by the ministers and workers of 
God. These by the wayside allow the devil to snatch 
the seed before they have time to take root. 

Some seed fell among stony places, and when they 
came up the sun scorched the plants so that they 
withered away. These are the ones who receive the 
Word but when trials and temptations come along, 
they quit altogether. Souls have been saved in gospel 
meetings, but the next day when they met the devil, 
he tried to make them believe they were not really 
saved after all, so rather than put up a fight against 
Satan, they gave up without a struggle. 

Some fell among the thorns and were choked, so 
they produced nothing. The cares of the world and 
the deceitfulness of riches keep them from eternal life. 
Some had rather enjoy the pleasures of sin for a 
season, thus losing their right to heaven, than to live 
a life of self-denial on earth and gain an eternal re- 
ward. Remember, the toils of this life will seem as 
nothing when we come to the end of our earthly 
pilgrimage. 

The good ground received the seed and increased 
accordingly. Those on the good ground will inherit 
spiritual values that will last while eternity rolls on. 
Other things will be lost presently, but not this. The 
end of a life on earth is the beginning of a life in heav- 
en for the Christian. You must choose Christ or be 
lost. No one can escape the eye and responsibilities 
of God. God’s standard for all peoples is the same. 
Eternal issues are at stake. Dear friend, check up on 
your life. Are you prepared to meet God? If not, there 
is still time to confess and forsake your sins if you 
will heed the call. 


“That if thou shalt confess with thy mouth the 
Lord Jesus, and shalt believe in thine heart that God 
hath raised him from the dead, thou shalt be saved. 
For with the heart man believeth unto righteousness; 
and with the mouth confession is made unto salva- 
tion,” Romans 10:9, 10. 
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who has been pastoring in a town for some 

time, when a new pastor of any denomination 
comes into the same city or community, to go over as 
soon as possible and welcome the incoming pastor into 
the community. By doing this he will lift himself in 
the sight of the incoming pastor and make him feel 
more kindly toward him and will also lift himself in 
the eyes of the congregation of that particular church. 
There will certainly be no harm done, and there is a 
good possibility of much good being accomplished. As 
the Bible says, “A man that hath friends must shew 
himself friendly .. .,” Proverbs 18:24. 

When a pastor is taking over a pastorate, following 
another minister, he should be sure that all his re- 
marks concerning the former pastor are of a kind and 
courteous nature. He might not like some of the things 
that the former pastor did, and there might be room 
for some constructive criticism, but by making un- 
favorable remarks concerning the former pastor he 
will certainly hinder his own success in winning a 
place in the hearts of the congregation. Be sure of one 
thing, the former pastor will have some friends in 
that congregation, and the more considerate the in- 
coming pastor can be of that former pastor, the better 
it will be for him. 

I was once called on to pastor a great and out- 
standing church, and the former pastor of that 
church was a very outstanding person with a won- 
derful personality. The entire congregation, which was 
great, and the entire city loved, respected and honored

the former pastor highly for his works’ sake, which 
they had every reason to do. This former pastor had 
accomplished so much, by the help of the Lord, in the 
city and community for the church. Consequently, 
the members of the congregation, businessmen and 
citizens were frequently speaking very highly of the 
former pastor. As a matter of fact, I had the former 
pastor “to eat” for breakfast, dinner, supper and be- 
tween meals. 

Well, I knew if I made any unkind remarks about 
the former pastor it would not be ethical; to do so 
would cause the people to resent me and would invite 
the disfavor of all, thus driving my congregation away 
from me for sure. Therefore, I decided to feed them on 
the same diet that they had been feeding me. Con- 
sequently, I gave them for breakfast, dinner, supper 
and between meals the former pastor “to eat’; I 
could conscientiously and very easily do this, for he 
and I were great friends. 

After a short time, members of the congregation 
came to me and said, “Look here, we all love the 
former pastor as much as you do (I think I had them 
wondering if they did), but you are now our pastor, 
so please let us rest a while from him.” (They had 
gotten tired of the same diet.) Now I had won the 
respect and love of the entire congregation in addition 
to the respect and love of the former pastor, which 
was very necessary and helpful. 

The outgoing pastor leaving the church should never 
be giving advice to the members of the congregation of 
which he was the pastor, except at the suggestion of 
































or in the presence of the new pastor. 

When a minister goes to the town where he did 
pastor, by all means, he should call or go by to see the 
present pastor. Certainly, to do otherwise is unethical. 
An outgoing pastor, if he is not very careful in his 
conduct, can certainly lend his influence to be used to 
create confusion; therefore, when the members of the 
congregation of which he was pastor talk to him con- 
cerning the incoming pastor, he should say something 
complimentary or nothing at all. Let us do unto others 
as we would have all men to do unto us. 


PROMPTNESS 

“And he said unto them, How is it that ye sought 
me? wist ye not that I must be about my Father’s 
business?” (Luke 2:49). “ ... Be about my Father’s 
business”—this indicated promptness on His part that 
the time had come and He could not put it off any 
longer, no matter whom it displeased. 

“Not slothful in business; fervent in spirit; serving 
the Lord,” (Romans 12:11). “Not slothful in business” 
—meaning to do it on time in a businesslike manner 
and not to be slothful about it. 

While I was serving as state overseer of the Churches 
of God in Florida, I had an occasion to go down to the 
bank one morning; I needed to get in as soon as pos- 
sible because of another appointment I had to meet. 
As I stood before the door marking time, having my 
watch with Western Union time, exactly at 9:00 a.m. 
I saw the knob of the door turn and it opened. Why 
were they so prompt? Because people were there to 
make deposits, to pay off mortgages, to borrow money, 
to get legal advice and with various matters of im- 
portance. Therefore, they could not afford to be late 
one minute. 

The most important house or business in any city 
or place is the house of God and the business of 
God; never-dying, immortal souls are coming to the 
house of God to be fed the Bread of Life to strengthen 
them and encourage them to fight the battles of life, 
and possibly some are coming who have decided to 
surrender their lives to Christ and to affiliate them- 
selves with the Church. What could be more important 
than this? Absolutely nothing. These things are most 
important, for all other things will surely pass away 
and come to nought, but things that have to do with 
the house of God are eternal and will abide forever. 
“Lift up your eyes to the heavens, and look upon the 
earth beneath: for the heavens shall vanish away 
like smoke, and the earth shall wax old like a garment, 
and they that dwell therein shall die in like manner: 
but my. salvation shall be for ever, and my righteous- 
ness shall not be abolished,” Isaiah 51:6. 

Yes, the trains, planes and buses run on schedule, 
and our heavenly Father runs this great universe of 
ours on schedule or time, the sun coming up each 
morning at a set time, never early, never late; the 
seasons coming in their proper time in order to pro- 
duce the substance of life. “While the earth remaineth, 
seedtime and harvest, and cold and heat, and summer 
and winter, and day and night shall not cease,” 
Genesis 8:22. 

When the minister fails to be prompt and allows 


himself to become slothful about God’s business, peo- 
ple naturally will get the idea that the service of God 
is not so important after all. Why should they be so 
concerned to go to church regularly and promptly 
and to pay their hard-earned money into the church 
for its support, if it is not important enough for the 
minister to be prompt concerning the house of God 
and God’s business? People will certainly measure our 
concern for a thing by our attitude toward that 
particular thing. “Ye are our epistle written in our 
hearts, known and read of all men,” 2 Corinthians 3:2. 
Promptness in conducting and carrying out the serv- 
ices will be appreciated by all and will be very helpful 
to the entire congregation. Too many preliminaries 
and announcements are not good. Possibly, it would be 
better for the minister to have all of his announce- 
ments written out and read them at a proper time, 
using as little time as possible, for to endeavor to make 
the announcements extemporaneously certainly will 
take more precious time and have a tendency to create 
unrest in the congregation. 

We have chapel services here at Headquarters three 
times a week. The services last exactly twenty minutes, 
and I tell you they are wonderful. Some of the best 
sermons I have ever heard have been delivered in 
these chapel services. Why is this? It is because all 
preliminaries are cut out and the very heart of the 
message is brought forth, which makes it of great 
interest and so sweet. Yes, they have time for a song 
and announcements, too, but everything is right to 
the point. Unnecessary preliminaries and ad-libbing 
make the services less worshipful. If many of our 
church services could be more to the point, people 
would be more interested in coming to them. 

I know that our church services should last longer 
than twenty minutes, but many times there are so 
many preliminaries and announcements made all 
along between songs and prayers until they kill or 
hinder the services. Consequently, many get tired and 
go home and miss getting a blessing from God. This 
should not be, and true promptness in every detail 
will eliminate these unnecessary things and bring 
about a greater appreciation for the minister and the 
service. When people are encouraged and happy, God 
can work better through them; and many times the 
Spirit of God will come down and take over the serv- 
ice. If so, He certainly will know how to carry the 
service out just right and will get results. The min- 
ister should be very careful not to program the Spirit 
of God out of the service but let Him come in and 
take over at any time. 


Promptness in paying church bills is indispensable to 
real success. “Owe no man any thing, but to love one 
another: for he that loveth another hath fulfilled 
the law,” Romans 13:8. When the minister fails to be 
prompt in seeing that all church bills are paid on 
time, this certainly will hurt the church; consequently, 
it will not be the influence it should, because of 
neglect. People will say they do not believe in that 
church because it is not prompt in paying its bills. To 
be prompt in paying bills is the very foundation of 
good religion. 





ever, the time to speak is while the evil days 

come not. The youth, especially the unmarried, 
are faced with the evil of the day and are fighting 
against the wiles of the devil. Only by proper admoni- 
tion in a friendly but frank consultation will the 
unmarried learn to be respectful to their future mar- 
iage vows.

It is too late to en- 
deavor to stop the leak in a leaking vessel after the 
ship is put out to sea; the time to stop the leak is 
before the ship is launched. Thousands have made 
shipwreck of their marriage because of the omission 
of good in their unmarried life.

rules are in error when they offer privileges in mar- 
riage that justify any number of marriages. May we 
give a recent article on marriage appearing in the 
newspapers, to clarify this statement. 


ATHENS, August 3, 1955 (ap) Fifty thousand 
Greek couples may have a chance to legalize their 
clandestine marriages (private, secret, marriages) 
under a bill pending in Parliament. It would per- 
mit fourth marriages. Greek civil law and the 
Orthodox church permit three marriages now 
and authorities estimate 50,000 couples are liv- 
ing in sin because of the restriction. 


Because of the restriction of both state and church 
in Greece, men are sinners that are married to the 
fourth person; however, they believe that if the law 
governing such marriages is modified to permit fourth 
marriages, they become legal and the participants 
are no longer sinners. That is in direct contradiction 
to Scripture. Man may formulate his own law, legis- 
lative or ecclesiastical, but it will not suffice for 
penitence toward God for sin. Only the law of life 
in Christ Jesus can free man from his transgression. 
God will not recant His Scripture, law or rule of 
discipline to favor sin condoned by civil or ecclesiasti- 
cal judgment. 

Improper marriage and divorce is a sin of the age; 
the only way to cope with the evil is to get to the 
germinant cause. The evil begins in the unmarried 
lives of thousands; many now married are suffering 
because of sins committed before marriage. The fol- 
lowing appeared in daily newspapers recently. 


“Divorce Granted!” sounds 1,000 times daily; 
nearly 400,000 couples parade to divorce courts 
and call it quits in an average year. It is es- 
timated that nearly 60% of all divorces occur 
within the first seven years of marriage. Seven- 
ty-two percent were divorced between the ages of 
21 and 41, with 40% being married less than siz 
years. 

The brief marriage and low age level substan- 
tiates the fact that divorce breeds in the un- 
married to a great extent. 


UNEQUAL MARRIAGES 


The unmarried should live their youth in sobriety 
and be morally pure, then select a life companion of 
equal characteristic status. Recently the British peo- 
ple were resentful of the proposed marriage of their 
royal princess to a man that had been previously 
married. They profoundly believed the couple to be 
unequal morally and by birth. They could perhaps 
have made concession for the difference in birth but 
never to the unequal marriage in the light of divorce.

Paul instructed the unmarried not to be “unequally 
yoked together.” Especially did he direct his advice 
toward the believing Christian being married to an 
unbeliever. The wise man Soloman said, “He that 
findeth a wife findeth a good thing.” It takes 
more than a woman to make a good wife; she should 
be pure morally before her marriage. The unmar- 
ried can instill within their lives an evil that may 
prohibit them from exhibiting good behavior in mar- 
ried life; this channels the way to the divorce court. 


It is my sincere conviction that every person can 
be equally matched in marriage. A Christian should 
be very cautious in approaching marriage vows. Many 
have had to remain divorced the rest of their lives 
because of negligence in selecting the proper person. 
Being overanxious to become a bride or bridegroom 
sometimes causes one to build on a sandy foundation, 
and when the storms of married life come the house 
falls and great is the fall of it. 


EVIL AND DIVORCE 


The Scripture teaches, “Be sure your sin will find 
you out.” Evil is a difficult thing to cover; those who 
cover their sins shall not prosper. The unmarried are 
admonished to respect their youth that there be no 
evil spoken of it, but to be an example in purity. May 
we give some startling facts of the evil of the day 
among the unmarried as an example to guide our 
youth away from sin that causes so many separations 
in divorce courts. 

J. Edgar Hoover, Director of the FBI, gives this 
report. In the United States alone, one million babies 
are born annually to unmarried mothers. Almost one 
million illegal abortions are performed annually. I 
realize that this report by Mr. Hoover is shocking to 
American parenthood; it should electrify our responsi- 
bility in meeting our obligation to the youth. When 
sins are uncovered in married life, it tends to in- 
fringe upon marriage vows and leads to divorce laws 
for adjustment. 

Remember the Phenix City story; hundreds of un- 
married girls filled the city and were found in road- 
houses and other places of sin. Mr. Hoover states that 
annually 100,000 girls disappear from their homes in 
America into white slavery. Mr. Hoover also stated 
that one million American girls have venereal disease. 
The Bible says, “They that commit fornication sin 
against their own body.” Do you think that those 
girls would make some good moral man a good wife? 
Any man of integrity would reject such a lewd person. 
They may even repent and live a good Christian life, 
yet they must reap those wild oats. The unmarried 
should take heed, use these examples of sin that their 
lives may be kept pure, and let them become stepping- 
stones to holy marriage vows. 


We thank God for state laws requiring medical 
examinations before marriage certificates are granted. 
Such laws will prevent thousands of divorces and save 
the lives of millions of babies that would be afflicted 
for life. Institutions are provided in several states to 
care for unwed mothers; the shame of many are 
hidden from the public. However, near one million il- 


legal abortions are performed annually. It would be 
staggering to know the truth as God knows it. 

In a certain city where I served as pastor of one of 
our churches, an institution for the care of unmar- 
ried mothers was located near the parsonage. We were 
invited to conduct religious services in the home very 
often. A chapel fully equipped with pews, organ and 
song books was located in the same building. It was a 
pathetic service, with the girls gathered in the chapel, 
many of whom were good singers. One could ob- 
serve that some were from refined families and had 
some knowledge of church services. While the services 
continued, tears could be seen drenching their cheeks; 
they were not the tears of joy, but of bitterness and 
sorrow. Many of the girls were teen-agers; some ap- 
peared to be not more than sixteen. The capacity of 
the home was twenty girls; for four years it never 
seemed to be less. At times, while services were being 
conducted, a girl could be observed entering the home 
with her luggage packed for at least a six-month 
stay; some were accompanied by their mothers. Others 
could be seen leaving the home, a fine healthy baby 
left behind to some foster parents. Why be amazed at 
Mr. Hoover’s report? No wonder 1,000 divorces are 
granted daily and near 400,000 annually, one out of 
every three marriages. 


WHY SO MUCH EVIL? 


Sin is not something one takes up momentarily; it 
is inbred. Sin breeds rapidly in evil environment; it 
infuses sinful venom into the hearts of youth. Mr. 
Hoover stated that one million teen-agers would be- 
come criminals during the next twelve months. There 
must surely be a crime-breeding evil in our nation, 
causing this tremendous outbreak of crime and sex 
immorality. Mr. Hoover listed some evils as factors in 
the increase of crime among teen-agers. 

Mr. Hoover said that fifteen million “sex” magazines 
are published monthly and are read by one-third of 
the American people. These filthy magazines can be 
found in the bedrooms of our fair youth, tucked under 
pillows or in magazine racks. Why be amazed that 
there is an aggravated assault or rape every hour? 
One hour of reading such crime-breeding magazines 
nightly, would instill evil in the heart of any youth. 
Sin will result from the reading of such corrupt 
material. It could be your boy or girl next; the time 
to kill the serpent is before it plunges its deadly fangs 
into the hearts of our children. Mr Hoover listed an- 
other crime-breeding evil—comic books and improper 
television programs cause an increase in crime among 
children. Recently the Senate Investigating Subcom- 
mittee on juvenile delinquency, headed by Senator 
Kefauver (D-Tenn.), issued a statement on this sub- 
ject. 

He stated that there is a “calculated risk” in broad- 
casting TV crime and violence shows during children’s 
viewing hours. There is reason to believe television 
crime programs are “potentially much more injurious 
to children and young people than motion pictures, 
radio or comic books. In the light of the evidence, 
there is a calculated risk incurred through the repeat-

Sunday School enrollment represents the actual 
number of persons who attend your Sunday School. 
As we are all aware, not all of them attend every 
Sunday or at the same time. No Sunday School can 
successfully follow through with an absentee follow-up 
program until it has established an actual Sunday 
School enrollment. 


O FTEN WHEN A pastor or Sunday School super- 


September, 1957, Proclaimed Enrollment Month 


The month of September, 1957, was proclaimed Sun- 
day School Enrollment Month in the Church of God 
and a program was planned by the National Sunday 
School and Youth Department to determine the actual 
enrollment in our Church of God Sunday Schools. 
Though this was the first time a Sunday School en- 
rollment survey was made, which means that possibly 
some of our Sunday Schools did not fully understand 
the importance of the survey, the response in general 
was pleasing. State directors were mailed an enroll- 
ment letter for each pastor in their state. Part of this 
letter was a Sunday School enrollment form which 
was to be filled out by the pastor and Sunday School 
superintendent and returned to the state director. The 
state directors, in turn, prepared their state Sunday 
School enrollment report and mailed it to the Na- 
tional Office for compilation of the national Sunday 
School enrollment data. No doubt, more Sunday School 
superintendents would have returned their enrollment 
form had they realized the importance of this survey. 
Next year (September, 1958) when another Sunday 
School enrollment survey is made, the National De- 
partment is confident more of the Sunday School en- 
rollment forms will be returned to the state director

ventions and through intrastate regional Sunday 
School and youth conventions, more and more of our 
workers are understanding the meaning and impor- 
tance of a Sunday School enrollment. 


Why Have Sunday School Enrollment? 


All human beings have a desire to be wanted and 
to be associated with others in a common activity. 
When persons enroll in Sunday School, they have a 
feeling they belong to that Sunday School, that it is 
interested in them and they in it. The class becomes 
“my class” to the Sunday School scholar. When an 
individual feels he is a member of a class, it is only 
to be expected that he will feel more loyal to the 
class and be more responsible for its growth and ac- 
tivities. 

A Sunday School enrollment, by class, also has its 
beneficial effect on the Sunday School teacher. When 
students are enrolled in his class, he has a greater 
sense of responsibility toward them than if they at- 
tend without being a “member on record” of the class. 

Perhaps most important of all, however, it helps 
the Sunday School teacher and the Sunday School 
officials know who is absent each Sunday and where 
that absentee can be reached. It keeps them informed 
on how many times the absentee is visited and how 
much effort needs to be expanded to bring the ab- 
sentee back to Sunday School. 


More Important Than Your Sunday School 
Record Attendance! 


Many Sunday Schools have on their Sunday School 
attendance boards the Sunday School attendance rec- 
ord, that is, the greatest number they ever had in 
Sunday School on any given Sunday. This figure is 
really not very important as it may have been estab- 
lished on home-coming day or on some very special 
occasion. It tells you very little as to how many per- 
sons you should be reaching through your Sunday 
School. It tells you very little as far as how many 




















are absent from your Sunday School each Sunday. 

Of much more importance is the Sunday School 
enrollment figures. How very few of our Sunday 
Schools have a Sunday School Enrollment insert on 
their Sunday School boards. To me this is much more 
important than the Sunday School record attendance 
figure. The Sunday School enrollment figure would 
provide a regular Sunday check-up for the Sunday 
School officials and the Sunday School in general 
when they would view the Sunday School attendance 
in comparison with the Sunday School enrollment. It 
would show them how many of their Sunday School 
members are absent on a given Sunday. It would serve 
as a constant reminder to the people that they must 
work harder to curb absenteeism in the Sunday School. 


How to Set Up a Sunday School Enrollment 

1. An enrollment secretary should be elected or ap- 
pointed for each class or department and for the en- 
tire Sunday School. 

2. The class or department enrollment secretary 
should see that all new class members are listed on 
the class record books or class record cards. 

3. A Sunday School enrollment card should be pre- 
pared for each new member and filed with the Sun- 
day School superintendent in the Sunday School rec- 
ord file. (In the event Sunday School enrollment cards 
were not prepared for your regular Sunday School 
attendants, by all means this should be done at once.) 

4. Total enrollment figures in each class, department 
and Sunday School should be changed immediately 
when new members are enrolled so that the Sunday 
School enrollment figure will always be up to date. 
The Sunday School enrollment figure which appears 
on the Sunday School Board each Sunday should be 
accurate. 

It should be noted that after four Sundays of regu- 
lar attendance, visitors should be enrolled as regular 
Sunday School members, if they so desire. 


After You Have Enrolled Them, Keep Them Enrolled! 


Sunday School scholars should be dropped from the 
Sunday School only: 

1. When the scholar moves out of town and effort 
has been made to transfer him to another Church 
of God Sunday School. 

2. When scholars die. 

3. When they join another Sunday School. 

4. When they request their names be removed from 
the Sunday School records. Before a name is dropped, 
however, the pastor must first be consulted and ap- 
prove such action. 

Once a person has been enrolled in a Sunday School, 
he should be challenged to enroll others. The fact 
he has been enrolled himself makes him feel more 
responsible to enroll others and thereby helps the class 
to grow. 

Set an Enrollment Goal 

One sure way for a Sunday School to grow is to have 
an enrollment increase. This is accomplished through 
the setting of a goal. It is suggested that classes, de- 
partments and the Sunday School in general set 
quarterly enrollment goals. 


For a progressive and “determined to grow” Sunday 
School, a 10 per cent annual increase should be most 
challenging and within reach. 


Once You Have an Enrollment, Use It! 


A class enrollment is one splendid way to urge your 
teachers to visit. It makes the teachers more con- 
scious of their duty to their class members. 

An enrollment also provides the opportunity to re- 
member anniversaries and birthdays with cards. 
Everyone appreciates this personal interest, and this 
personal interest often results in better class attend- 
ance and better class interest. 

An up-to-date Sunday School class enrollment also 
provides an up-to-date mailing list for church letters, 
bulletins, promotional pieces, etc. 

Further, the Sunday School enrollment also pro- 
vides the basis for dividing classes and departments. 
We are all familiar with the Sunday School law which 
says we “multiply by dividing.” The division of classes 
and departments into new classes and departments 
should be on the basis of enrollment. 

It is believed by Sunday School experts that classes 
should be divided when they reach the following num- 
bers in enrollment: 


*Nursery 8 
*Beginner 10 
Primary 12 
Junior 12 
Intermediate 18 
Senior 24 
Young People 24 
Adults 36 


*In the Nursery and Beginner classes more effective 
teaching is done in activity groups in a large room 
rather than in individual classrooms. However, each 
teacher should feel her responsibility toward a cer- 
tain number of those scholars (number as indicated 
above).

be encouraged and helped by others. I would so hold 
up my head and keep up my spiritual victory that I 
would naturally become one upon whom weaker souls 
could lean. I would not expect to be petted and pam- 
pered in my Christian life, but would prove from the 
first that I intended to be among the strongest and 
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most stable of Christians. I would never use my new- 
ness in the Christian life and my inexperience in the 
Christian faith as an alibi for loose or careless living. 
From the first I would determine to be an encourage- 
ment instead of needing encouragement. I would be 
“an example of the believers.” 


IF I WERE A NEW CONVERT, I would win another 
soul to Christ as soon as possible. I would realize that 
nothing could strengthen me personally quite so much 
as actually striving to lead a loved one or a friend to 
accept my Saviour. By plunging immediately into ef- 
forts to win a soul, I would both help him and streng- 
then myself. 


IF I WERE A NEW CONVERT, I would equip my- 
self for future service in the church. If possible, I 
would continue my education. If I were still in 
school, I would study harder and try to receive more 
from my studies than ever before. If I had finished 
school, I would try to re-enter and push my education 
to the highest point, knowing that now my educa- 
tion has an eternal purpose, that of being a worthy 
servant of the Lord Jesus Christ, and not merely an 
earthly one. If I had any musical or vocal talent. I 
would train my voice and push my musical knowl- 
edge until I could bless people by singing or playing. 
I would try to develop my personality until I know 
how to meet people, be liked by people, talk to peo- 
ple, and help people. From the first I would see that 
my disposition is never surly, stubborn, bitter, vain, 
or proud. In every way I would equip myself to be 
an acceptable servant of my Lord. 


IF I WERE A NEW CONVERT, I would make these 
rules and other rules I might make for my Christian 
life inviolate.

Develop 
a routine or a system so that you can fill every day 
with twenty-four hours of Christian living. To render 
Christian service, to enjoy Christian happiness, to ap- 
preciate Christian liberty, to accept Christian respon- 
sibility, to receive Christian privileges is the greatest 
life in all the world—a pleasant and happy one. You 
can live it if you are determined.

174,971 more places to purchase liquor than we have 
churches in free America. An elderly lady protested 





The 
judge asked why she protested. “Your honor,” the 
lady replied, “I have seven reasons.”
